In the morning, in com- 
pany with Inspector Markle and 
Agent Gooderham, he took a drive 
tu the South Camp and to other 
points on the Reservation, -ufter | 
which he addressed the Indians, | 
and then came over town and paid | 
The Call office 2 pleasant visit. | 
Mr. Oliver spent from 2:30 until | 
five o’clock talking with the Indians | 
from the platform of the agency} 


offices. A number of the In- 
dian chiefs spoke first, — in 
their own language which — the | 


ageney interpeter translated into4 
English for Mr. Oliver’s benefit. | 
whieh was rathera. slow procedure. | 
When they had finished Mr. Oliver | 
then addressed “the Indians as. fol- 
Jows: . } 
“Tell the Blackfeet I am “here to 
answer-.their questions ‘and to aid 
them in any way I can. As ¢@ 
gepresentative of the Government I 
want to consider your interests and 
help you. | 

“Toll them that many years age | 
the government made a treaty with | 
them, and the treaty was that) 
when the buffalo failed they would | 
get money and “rations, and they | 
gave them rations and money. 
When the buffaloes were here the 
Indians had to fight the Crees and 
the government helped them, When 
the buffalo were gone the Indians 
got rations and gat down und ate, 
and did not: work. © When the 

-whiteman came here first they 
Jived as the Indians did, They 
killed buffalo and ate them. Now 
when the buf al> are gone and the 
whitemen have come in large num- 
Jwrs the Indians must work and 
live x the wl. t mendo. 

fhe government did not mean 
that it was to give the Indians food 
without their doing something after 
¢he buffalo-were gone. It is sup- 
josed tie able bodied men are} 
making their living for themselves. 
When they earn their own living 
they are better men then when 
thy do not. They are then on the 
sume level as the whiteman, and 
happier and think more. of them- 
selves, The governinent wants to 
help them do something and help 
them keep themselves, It ia the 
business of the government to help 
t om if they help themselves. 

“Tf the Blackfeet don’t want to} 
ell their land they don’t need to. 
It is their land to keep as long a8 
they want to. It is not for anyone} 
to take from them, unless they 
want to sell. The government will 
protect them in their rights. 

“Tt may be, if a man has twenty 
horses and: ny needs ten’ it pays 
him to cell the other ten. And if! 
they have a lot of land they are not} 
1 sing it may pay them to sell: 6 n.c° 
of it.

much to the Indians of taking the 
land from them, and naturally the 
Indians became suspicious. Mr, 
Oliver favored letting the Indians 
know the land is theirs to do as 
they pleased with, and believed 
they would. in time see it was to 
their advantage to sell at least a 
portion of it.

Chapter 9, section 74, sab-section 
4+ of the ordinances of the North 
West Territory. ‘‘That every per- 
son who uses any bridges, the pro- 
perty of His Majesty, in connec- 
tion with the movement of any 
portable steam engine or any steam 
traction engine shall provide suflici- 
ent planks of not less then two 
inches in thickness and 12 inchesin 
width, to be laid longitudally upon 
the flooring of such bridge under 
the wheels of such portable steam 
engines, and any person neglecting 
to provide and use such planks 
shall be guilty of an offence and 
liable upon summary conviction 
thereof to a fine not exceeding |* 
8h0”’

Prof. Tory in anaking ‘a stumoing|* 
tour throughout the prevince in 
favor of Strathcona is hardly taking 
the part that one would expect of 
the president of a university. 

The question of the location of the 
college of agricu;ture,which after all 
that Prof. Tory may say or the Al- 
herta university senate may do, will 
be decided by the members of the} 
legislature who vote the supplies, is; 
hecoming an acute one, and will 
lead to a division in’ the legislature 
eventually. It is an acute question 
at the present time. 

Under the conditions it seems as 
highly improper for the president of 
the university to start out on a 
stumping campaigii in favor of 
Strathcona, as it would if he turned 
out at election time to tike the 
stump in de‘ence of the policy of the 
government or in favor of it. 

If Prof. Tory has any information 
to give upon this subject not so 
much objection could be taken if he 
communicated it tothe public in the 
form of written letters, or in the 
form of enclyclica!s or pronuncia- 
mentoss. But it does scom, out of 
place for the university president 
and the staff to be turned out upon 
th: public to boost for a certain le- 


cation. 

With the chancellor taking off his 
coat to flay a member of the senate 
who differs with its policy and the 
president taking sides in something 
very much akin to a partizan ques- 
tion for the icgislature and his staff 
getting into the Taitle as well, one 
ix sometimes inclined to question the 
purpose of the university in Alberta.
